The most noted 
ists today tell us that impressions made on 
hetween its third and seventh year, usually 
last through life; that those four years are equal to 
twenty years of an adult life. You have often noted 
how a little child wants to grow bigger and faster 
than it does because a single year prior to the dawn 
of reason seems like several years. 


Some parents, who really want their children 
| reared properly, entertain the notion that they must 
be constantly warning the child against doing a cer- 
tain thing, or scolding and threatening them with 
| punishment many times a day. That is the wrong 
policy. A mother, for instance, can keep the child 
from ever tellifig a second lie by showing for a day 
or two that she is awfully hurt that a child would de- 
eeive her or tell her an untruth about anything. It is 
the same way with disobedience. The child will always 
be obedient if, after the first act of disobedience, 
when, let us say, he is only three years old, he is shown 
that he grieved his mother or shocked her. 


I need hardly tell you that the child, whose moth- 
er will direct it to tell a lie to Daddie, or whose father 
will direct the child to tell an untruth to Mother, will 
never make much of untruthfulness. Actual lies or de- 
ception by action, commonly known as hypocrisy, will 
become a trait of the child.

Parents must be guiding their child day by day 
chiefly by their own proper conduct, by showing 
reverence for things sacred, by family prayer, and, of 
course, every child should know the common prayers 
at the age of four or five. 


Parents who will criticize the priest or the school 
Sister will, without realizing it, engender in their 
children a disrespect for them, and their advice and 
direction later in the school will not mean much to the 


To rear the child in a religious manner parents 
themselves must be religious; they must receive the 
Sacraments frequently if they expect their children 
to do so; they should hear the Catechism lesson of the 
child in order to impress on the child that religion 
matters more than anything else. Incidentally they 
will be helping themselves by reviewing the Cate- 
chism which they themselves studied as children and 
much of which they have forgotten. 


Children who are trained according to those 
ideals and standards will almost spontaneously and 
automatically choose the right companions. They will 
choose those who have the same ideals which have 
been instilled into their own minds. That is why chil- 
dren brought up in good homes seldom cause any 
anxiety for the parents. 


The admonitions they receive from the school 
teacher or from the priest who instructs them are ac- 
cepted as the natural thing, because they had long 
endorsed those same ideals; these ideals had been en- 


grained into the very fabric of their being, and they 


will not quickly overthrow them. 


It is the child who is spoiled at home, who does 
not get along well in school. It is the parents of such 
children who listen to their complaints about school 
life and uphold them. It is such children who learn 


to dislike the Church because they think it interferes 


with their freedom. It is such children who later keep 
wrong company, who become problem children, and 
who bring grief to their parents. 


In a recent Chat with you I reminded you that 


the Church and you, the parents, have the identical 
obligation to your children, The Church, at great sac- 


rifice, tries to fulfill her duty, but too many parents 
never fulfill theirs. One hundred thousand of the best 
Catholic young men and women have left home in 
order to embrace the religious life and teach your 
children, believing that’ the instruction and guidance 
of youth is one of the most meritorius services in 
which they could possibly engage. Your children come 
to them as entire strangers, yet they would do any- 


thing to help them spiritually. They are in the employ 


of the Church, the instruments used by the Church 
to accomplish her obligation to her children. 

Now should not parents take at least an equal 
interest in their own children, part of their own flesh 
and blood? Therefore, at the beginning of this school 
year, let every parent resolve to cooperate

NCWC Labor Day Statement 
Sound Social Aims Common Objective 


Washington—(NC)—“This is a 
critical period in the history of the 
world, but it is also a time 
of great opportunity—opportunity 
to establish a good social system in 
the United States and to assist in 
the establishment of a good social 
system in all the countries outside 
the Iron Curtain.” 


This observation is made in the 
annual Labor Day statement issued 
here by the Social Action Depart- 
ment, National Catholic Welfare 


Conference, under the direction of 
the Rev. R. A. McGowan. 


The statement points out that 
Labor Day is a “special kind of 
holiday” which stresses particul- 
arly to working people that “they 
possess a God-given dignity and 
are charged with obligations of 
brotherhood to one another and of 
service to their fellow men.” The 
statement expresses the hope that 
the American labor movement will 
continue to be loyal to the “prin-

joa of justice and charity upon 
which it was founded” and that the 
Catholic social action movement 
will continue to encourage the 
labor movement to “organize all of 
the working people of the country 
so that they may achieve full econ- 
omic citizenship.”

Representative Spence also was 
harried—on the House floor—by 
Mr. Barden, who complained before 
the bill was amputated that he 
does “not relish this church-school 
issue,” and added: 


“But we are not going to write 


any legislation on this floor pro- 
‘ viding for funds to go to church 


schools—my church, your church. 
or anybody else’s church . . . 


Mr. Spence, a Kentuckian, had 
tried patiently to show Mr. Barden 
that loans for school facilities 
would have to be sought by the 
hard-pressed communities them- 
selves, and would under no circum- 
stances be thrust upon them by the 
Federal Government. Moreover, it 
was plain from the bill’s wording 
that no non-public school could 
apply for Federal assistance. The 
request would have to come from 


_ the community’s mayor or other 


top official. 

“Those loans are not just rps “44 
forced on” local communities, Mr. 
Spence explained. “They (Federal 
authorities) do not say: ‘You need 
some money for this school; you 
need a grant for that school’; the 
local authorities ask for it, and 
they will not get it unless they 
ask for it.” 


“The local constituted authorities 
are those who request this money, 


are those who request the loans/| 


and grants,” the Banking and Cur- 
rency Committee chairman went 
on, “And in requesting them they 
must further state that they have 
no opportunity of raising the 
money except by excessive taxation 
or an onerous burden of indebted- 
ness, and they must show that they 
cannot obtain this money under 
any of the laws that have come 
out of the gentleman’s committee.” 


This last reference was to other 
forms of Federal assistance to edu- 
cation approved in the past by 
the Education and Labor Com- 
mittee, which Representative Bar- 
den heads. 


As matters stand, the Senate 
has passed a bill providing loans 
and. grants to both public and 
private schools. The House legisla- 
tion has no provision for aid to any 
schools. Conferees will attempt to 
compromise the differences, 


Once again the champions of 
public schools appear to have won 
a battle against the non-public 
schools at the price of continuing 
to lose the war for Federal  as- 
sistance to their own institutions.

He is so unselfish 
that He does not keep life, good- 
ness and beauty to Himself, but 
shares them with us, simply and 
solely because he loves us. He will 
not force us to love Him. Even 
when we insult Him and tell Him 
to mind His own business He still 
loves us and goes on offering us 
life, goodness and beauty unimag- 
inable. Nor does He count the cost 
in trying to win our friendship, 
for even when we spit in His face, 
scourge Him, make fun of Him, or 
desert Him in order to betray Him, 
He will still turn to us and say:

If you are willing to hand on 
this love of God to your children, 
remember this first and foremost: 
you cannot force them to love God. 
You can, however, show them that 
vou honestly think that there is 
none so loveable as God. You can 
make your homes God’s nurseries 
where the children of God grow 
strong in the warmth of His love 
shining through yours. 

Secondly, in bringing your chil- 
dren to a knowledge of God, you 
must respect the development lines 
of the child’s growth, from birth 
to maturity. The child does not 
know what is going on within him 
during these periods of self-dis- 
covery. All that he is aware of is 
that the process of growing up has 
presented him with new pieces of 
the jigsaw puzzle — pieces that 
belong to his physical self,-or his 
emotional self, or his moral and 
intellectual self, or his social and 
sexual self, 

Stage by stage, he comes upon 
new knowledge with regard to his 
relations to the family, the school 
or the community at. large. He 
must put the pieces together him- 
self. Nobody else can do it for him.

3 Famous Surgeons

Irreligion Is Encouraged 
When Religion Is Ignored 


|F CATHOLICS were not operating a school system of their own, 

we are quite certain that large Protestant denominations would 
be demanding that religion be brought into the public school edu- 
cation of the child in one way or an other. Entertaining the notion 
that parochial schools are nurseries of the Catholic faith, and not 
liking that Catholic faith, they would like to see those schools 
abolished even if it meant that all children of the nation would 
be deprived of religious instruction. | 


They do not seem to take into account that they operated 
parochial schools from colonial times until 100 years ago, nor that 
while there are 3,000,000 Catholic children in elementary and 
secondary parochial schools, there are still more than 5,000,000 


But any reflecting person, and particularly any reflecting 
clergyman, would have to agree with Pope Pius XII that “educa- 
tion which is not moral and religious is mutilated in its highest 
and greatest function. It neglects the noblest faculties of man, 
deprives itself of the most efficacious and vital energies and ends 
by diseducating, by mixing errors and uncertainties with truth, 
vices with virtue and evil with good.” 


That has been particularly true in our public school system 
during recent years. It has tried out the books written by profes- 
sors at Columbia, who were far more Communist-minded than 
American, and who got that spirit into the textbooks; and it has 
defined “progressive education,” according to one principle of 
which the teacher was not to correct the child no matter what he 
would do or leave undone, The child was supposed to follow its 
urges, its inclinations, and one can be sure that in every classroom 


of 40 children there would be several with bad urges, children 
from broken homes, from families whose adult members were 


given to bad language and to different vices. Such children in a 


classroom did wield such an unsalutary influence on other children, 
that “progressive” education has been dropped. 


While neither vice nor irreligion is taught in any of our

(Editor's note. This is the first in a series of articles describing Father O’Brien’s mission- 
ary work in North Carolina, They portray the magnitude of the problem facing the Church in 
most of the South, disclose the many misconceptions prevailing in no-priest areas and show how 
all can help the Church in that huge missionary territory.)

Governor Roberts said that the Rev. Cornelius B. Collins,

had a vast experience in the field of education.” Appointment of Father Collins, he said,} 


“created no precedent, nor did it’ 
establish a condition which should 


unduly alarm [the Baptist mini- 
ster] or any other civic-minded 
Rhode Island resident.” 


In championing the priest’s sel- 
ection, Governor Roberts noted 
that the board supervises stand- 
ards in private as well as public 
schools. 


The Rev. Norman S. Townsend 
of the Quidnessett Baptist Church, 
North Kingston, criticized selec- 
tion of Father Collins for the State 

st on grounds that as a Catho- 
fie priest he must follow Papal En- 
cyclicals and Canon Law which—in 
Mr. Townsend’s view—are in con- 
flict with the concept of free pub- 
lie schools and pre-empt for the 
church the educative function in 
a community. 


A total of 750 copies of Mr. 
Townsend’s sermon assailing the 
appointment were distributed in- 
side and outside Rhode Island.

It 
is true that there are many things 
that need to be seen with eyes that 
have shed tears. Christ Himself 
has wept. I pity “the stoic of the 


woods, the man without a tear.” 
But the fact is that Elizabeth Ann 
Seton was of a jovial, humorous 
disposition. “I shall be wild Betty 
to the last breath,” she wrote, and 
to do her justice, she was. 


“Perhaps,” said Theodore May- 
nard, “that is why she is now one 
of the American candidates for 
canonization.” And he is right, for 
sanctity which is sanity ever ex- 
cludes sadness. A saint who would 
be sad would surely be sadly in 
need of. sanctity. I am sure that 


Seton were merely liquid laughter 
wiped out of her eyes. She was 
born in New York City on August 
28, 1774, the daughter of Doctor 
Richard iley, and therefore a 
connection of the Roosevelts. When 
19 she married William Seton, a 
well-to-do merchant. He died of 
consumption in Italy in 1803, hav- 
ing lost most of his fortune and 
leaving his widow with five chil- 
dren to support. Her reception into 
the Church, which occurred soon 
afterwards, cut her off from aid 
from her relatives; so for the sake 
of a livelihood she started a school 
in New York City. 


In 1808, however, prompted by 
Bishop Carroll, she went to Balti- 
more, where she opened an acad- 
‘emy in a house adjoining St. 
Mary’s College. Her conversion 
had been largely effected by cor- 
respondence with Bishop Cheverus 
of Boston. But the initial Catholic 
influence was that of the Filicchi 
brothers of Leghorn in Italy, busi- 
ness friends of her husband. 


But now, unbidden comes. the 
thought that instead of tracing a 
skeleton from the Life of Mother 
Seton as the foundress of the first 
distinctly American religious or- 
der of women, the Sisters of Char- 
ity, it seems much better to refer 
our readers to Father Raphael’s 
a. interesting and instructive 

ooklet. So timely it is, and so 
uncostly, that anyone can purchase 
a copy from the Grail. Our new 
author, a devoted son of St. Paul 
of the Cross, is developing a new 
method in Biography. In a nutshell 
it is this: the whole body of facts 
is reviewed, then comes a deliber- 
ate balancing of pro and con, and 
then, of a sudden, a living man 
emerges, The limits. of accuracy 
are simply the limits of knowledge. 
Decidedly we are far from the dry 
as dust, the tediotis formula of old. 


Father Raphael’s “Twentieth 
Century St. Agnes,” a sketch of 
St. Mary Goretti, is well received 
these days. We beg leave to re- 
commend it. His “The Challenge of 
Fatima” has had three printings 
in one year. He is now engaged in 
writing the life of Blessed Pope 
Pius X. We salute it in advance. 
But it will be difficult for him to 
give us a better piece of work than 
the present one of Dear Mother 
Seton, who, we hope, may be, in 
God’s will, the first American-born 
of the United States to be raised 
to the honor of our altars.

We doubt whether there is any- 
thing which could be proved to be 
more genuine. Tertullian as far 
back as the year 200 A.D. mentions 
this Chair, and some years later 
St. Cyprian also refers to it. Then 


references are made to the Chair 
by Pope St. Damasus, who lived 
in the fourth century, and by other 
writers down to the seventh cen- 
tury. 


The fact that the Church ob- 
serves a feast honoring the Chair 
of St. Peter, in January, and an- 
other in February honoring the 
Chair that Peter, the first Pope, 
used at Antioch, should also be a 
strong argument from tradition. 


The Chair to which reference is 
made is enshrined in a _ bronze 
casing, and suspended about 15 
feet above the Altar of the Chair 
in St. Peter’s Basilica. 


Yéur question was answered in 
the August number of The Na- 
tional Catholic Women’s Union 
Bulletin, whose editor noted that 
“every year on February 22, the 
Chair was taken to the high altar 
of St. Peter for solemn celebra- 
tion. In 1557 Pope Paul IV or- 
dered that the Feast of the Chair 
of St. Peter in Rome be celebrat- 
ed on January 18, as was the case 
in the rest of the world, and that 
on February 22 there be retained 
‘the Feast of the Chair of St. Peter 
at Antioch. 


“In 1657 Pope Alexander VII de- 
cided that the precious relic 
should be placed in the apse of St. 
Peter’s and the task of designing 
the reliquary was given to the 
famous artist Bernini. In 1867 
Pope Pius IX, for the 18th cen- 
tenary of the martyrdom of the 
Prince of the Apostles, authorized 
the ancient chair to be placed on 
view for the faithful to inspect and 
it was then established without 
any doubt that it was the same 
chair as described in the docu- 
ments of the early centuries.”

She 
was immensely weak and disorgan- 
ized and we believe today she is 
not half as strong as both Europe 
and America think she is. Because 
we have told the world that we 
are not armed sufficiently to carry 
on another World War and will not 
be until the year 1953, Russia can 
keep on scaring us until that time; 
she can keep on saying “no” with 
emphasis at the sessions of the 
UN. When we do become strong 
enough to whip her, she will say 

yes” to practically all of our de- 
mands. 

But in the meantime she wants 
us to be bled white to create a 
run-away inflation in the United 
States, to keep us running around 
the world te put down uprising in 
little countries seldom ever heard 
of, believing that by the year 1953, 
when we should have been well 
supplied with all the tools of war, 
we shall have been bled almost 
white.

To Parents 


EFORE bringing this series to 

a close on “going steady” there 
are yet some ideas about the sub- 
ject to be brought into the open 
and then we will leave you to your 
thoughts on the matter. 

Incidentally, the mail reflects a 
deep concern on the part of many 
parents who have teen-age children 
and who must deal with the prob- 
lem of “going steady.” We are 
glad to see this interest and hope 
that what has been said here in 
the past few weeks will prove 
helpful in meeting a _ situation 
which bids fair to blight the happi- 
ness of many of our young people 
both now and later on. 

It will be well to realize that 
Holy Mother Church is not silent 
on the matter. While we have, in 
the last four articles here, tried 
to spotlight some facts absolutely 
basic to solving this distressing 
problem, we have always confined 
ourselves to “going steady” as it 
applies to the teen-agers only. 
That is, we have been concerned 
with the problem only among those 
who are “going steady” but who 
have no immediate plans for mar- 
riage. 

Certainly we have not said any- 
where that those who have reached 
the marriageable age and who 
have ambitions of marriage should 
not “go steady.” For Holy Mother 
Church strongly urges such a prac- 
tice among these. That is why 
she suggests a period of courtship 
of at least a year in most cases. 
But mind you, this is only for 
those who have marriage in mind. 
It does not at all apply to those 
who for various solid reasons are 
in no position to be planning mar- 
riage. And even among those who 
are going to be married, the 
Church urges that certain precau- 
tions be taken lest the engage- 
ment period be turned into an oc- 
¢easion of serious sin. 


Here then ts the ue which Holy 
Mother Church would offer us on

A CATHOLIC layman at times 
may wonder why it is that he 
is reluctant to enter into a discus- 
sion with non-Catholics about his 
religion or every-day affairs that 
find their solution in the applica- 
tion of moral principles. 


Some Catholics, by nature, simp- 
ly are timid. They voice little posi- 
tive opinion on any subject. 

Others remain inarticulate 
through human respect. They fear 
a label of “religious fanatic” or 
“proselytizer” if they express any 
statements in support of their 
Church. They are unconscious sub- 
scribers of separation of “Church 
and Daily Life” in their conversa- 
tions. : 

But a large number of Catholic 
laymen remain silent when re- 
ligious and spiritual questions are 
raised, or even turn the conversa- 
tion onto other subjects, because 
they believe they are unqualified to 
keep abreast of the discussion and 
provide correct Catholic doctrine. 

Their fears frequently are not 
unfounded, either. 

They may know the bare facts 
of the Church’s principal doctrines, 
with their Faith supplying an un- 
shakeable certainty of them. But 
a mere unqualified assertion or 
statement of their beliefs, if they 
can put them into words, will do 
little to persuade others. 


Need Instructions 


The reason that many life-long 
Catholics cannot back up their be- 
liefs with logical explanations is 
simply explained. They have not 
supplemented their religious educa- 
tion appreciably since youth. 

Thousands of Catholics living in 
rural areas or communities where 
their numbers are relatively small 
never had the opportunity of at- 
tending a Catholic school. Their 
religious instruction may have been 
confined to an hour or two a week 
on Sunday mornings, and that not 
after they had reached the age for 
Confirmation, 

Even those who attended Cath- 
olic grammar schools for eight 
years did so at a time when their 
immature minds could not appre- 
ciate the truths they were learn- 
ing. As in the other subjects they 
studied in their elementary school 
years—arithmetic, history, geog- 
raphy, etc.—their memory of de- 
finite teachings has dulled, unless 
since then they have had occasion 
to use them from time to time. 

The relatively few Catholics (out 
of a 27 million Catholic population) 
who attended Catholic high schools 
or colleges developed their religious 
knowledge in proportion to the ef- 
fort expended and- interest they 


Church. 


took in the subject. Once again, for 
many, those school days were sev- 
eral years ago, and the passage of 
time has allowed the definite teach- 
ings to become hazy. 


The five to 15 minute sermons 
delivered at Sunday Masses scarce- 
ly give a priest the opportunity of 
developing much doctrinal data for 
his listeners, even if they are per- 
fectly attentive. 


It all adds up ‘to the fact that 
Catholics should not be surprised 
to find themselves unsure of them- 
selves in religious discussions if 
they have not done reading and 
thinking on their own. 


How can they expect to have at 
their fingertips the explanations 
of truths memorized or learned in 
childhood ? | 

Just as there are numerous Cath- 
olics who refrain from enteyjng a 
religious discussion because they 
lack adequate background, there 
are others, also with insufficient 
knowledge, who blandly advance 
their opinions as Catholic when ac- 
tually they do not truthfully repre- 
sent the Catholic position. 

A great deal of harm can be done 
by implanting in non-Catholics 
false notions about the Church’s 
doctrines. 

Those not of the Faith can be 
misled badly by erroneous state- 
ments which they can see through 
as false. Such a statement may 
even terminate their investigation. 


Use Common Sense 


It helps inquirers not at all that 
the Catholic apologist is totally 
unaware of his own fallacy and is 
subjectively in perfect good faith. 

So Catholics should not make un- 

ualified assertions ‘about their 
aith unless they are positive of 
the facts. 

A certain degree of what might 
be termed “Catholic common 
sense” among many of the in- 
structed faithful often warns of 
error in a general way—but not 
in specific, complex issues. 

Infallibility in matters of faith 
and morals is not given to any in- 
dividual except the Pope, and then 
only under very restricted condi- 
tions. 

The convert-maker, therefore, 
must exercise great care to be ab- 
solutely correct and accurate in 
his statements.

It should not be difficult for the 


conscientious convert-maker to 
master the main doctrines of the 
Church as found in the catechism. 

But in amplifying and appiying 
these truths to particular cases, he 
should take — precaution that 
he is correct before authoritatively 
declaring his points. 


If the discussion becomes too in- 
volved and too deep, it is far better 
to admit that off hand you don’t 
know the answer than it is to state 
an untruth. ) 


Advise inquirers that an ade- 
quate answer does exist, and you 
will be glad to find it out for them, 
either by consulting one who knows 
a finding a pamphlet which treats 
of it. 


Non-Catholics do not expect (or 
can be shown it is only reasonable) 
that the average lay person possess 
ready knowledge of detailed points 
of doctrine. 


A person does not condemn a 
lawyer if he must consult his law 
books for the proper solution of a 
case. 


Neither does a person expect a 
layman to be a theologian, although 
he does rightly expect him to be 
able to discuss the main points of 
his Faith. 


If, in evaluating his formal re- 
ligious education, a Catholic finds 
it to be scanty and nearly forgot- 
ten in the many years since his 
school days, he should not there- 
fore become discouraged, and con- 
clude he can never hope to be in 
a position to discuss his Faith with 
others. 

Or because there is a possibility 
he might make a mistake, he 
should not decide he must keep 
quiet about the Church’s teachings. 


These Will Help 


Remaining silent or changing the 
conversation does very little to 
help spread the truth and win souls 
to Christ. 

The logical thing to do is start 
devoting a little time to increase 
your fund of knowledge about the 
teachings of the Church. 

Your principal source of infor- 
mation probably will come through 
reading Our Sunday Visitor, books 
and pamphlets, and reflecting on 
them. (Excellent books of in- 
struction are advertised on the 
back page of this issue.—Editor) 

The knowledge you have can be 
refreshed easily and a new under- 
standing of truths provided by 
reading, a little at a time, in the 
No. 3 Baltimore Catechism of

Your intellectual and spiritual

In many parishes are study clubs, 
units of the Confraternity of Chris- 
tian Doctrine, societies which de- 
vote a part of their meetings to 
doctrinal ‘discussions under the 
guidance of a priest, or a Catholic 
doctrinal forum, to which both 
Catholics and non-Catholics are 
welcome. 

Catholics should take advantage 
of any such group organized in 
their own or neighboring parishes, 
whenever possible, to develop their 
knowledge in a systematic way. 

Among other things, the con- 
vert-maker should be able to dis- 
cuss intelligently and prove that 
there is a God, that all men are 
obliged to practice religion, that 
Christ is divine and that the Cath- 
olic Church is the one true Church. 


Meet The Priest 


The sooner a Catholic finds it 
prudent to introduce an inquirer to 
an understanding priest, the soon- 
er that person will be given an 
orderly explanation of the princi- 
pal doctrines of Faith. 

Unfortunately the criticism of 
Protestants and other non-Cath- 
olics that many Catholics do not 
know the reasons for their various 
beliefs is true. 

Every Catholic who realizes his 
deficiencies should exert reasonable 
effort to remove his ignorance. The

International relations between 
India, which is predominantly 
Hindu, and Pakistan, predominant- 
ly Moslem, already tense over the 
UN-debated question of Kashmir, 


weren’t improved when Madame 
Vijaya Lakshmi Pandit, India’s 
Ambassador to the United States 
and sister of Prime Minister Nehru 
of India, addressed the Assembly. 
Members of the Pakistan delega- 
tion took sharp issue with Madame 
Pandit’s remarks, 


Naseem Anwar Beig, head of the 
Pakistan delegation, criticized 
Madame Pandit’s reference to the 
independence secured by Pakistan 
as resulting not from a “partition” 
of India but an “amputation.” He 
held in rebuttal that 100 million 
people in Pakistan have simply re- 
fused to be reduced to a minority 
under the dominance of a Hindu 
majority. 


The Pakistan delegate further 
criticized Madame Pandit as voic- 
ing platitudes for peace and good 
will while she at the same time 
failed to mention the “massing of 
almost the entire Indian army on 
the Pakistan borders.” 


During one day of the meeting 
party airs prevailed around Willard 
Straight Hall—the building that 
was the nerve center on the ae a 
of the World Assembly of Youth— 
as the Pakistan delegation to WAY 
observed their country’s Indepen- 
dence Day. The fact that August 
14th was the fourth anniversary 
and the “fourth of July” of Pak- 
istan independence escaped no 
one’s attention. The Pakistan del- 
egation of nine persons added a 
touch of native color with flags, 
etc., to the dining hall for the eve- 
ning meal,

phone from Washington, re- 
tary of State Dean Acheson said, 
“It is tragic that many people have 
followed the road to regimentation, 
thinking it offered a short cut to 
progress.” He i the dele- 
gates of WAY for their right 
thinking.

It 
was wonderful, better than any boy 
in the States would dream of. We 
heaped the cart with candy, and 
many of our eyes were misty at 
the response it got from the or- 
phans when we brought it to 
them.”

spend little or no time going 
steady, while those who have no 
plans for marriage want to go 
steady all the time. Too often 
those who shouldn’t go steady, do, 
and those who should go steady, 
don’t. The only logical result from 
such perverse practices is exactly 
what we have all around us today 
—trouble before marriage and 
trouble after marriage. 


In a previous article we gave 
you the results of a survey among 
teen-agers as to their reasons for 
“going steady.” In only a few 
unrelated cases was the reason 
given, “because we are going to 
be married.” The other “reasons” 
given were all social or economic— 
not sufficient therefore for “going 
steady.” 

Now what is happening is this: 
A teen-age girl will often discard 
the boy with whom she is going 
steady, but will not discard the 
reason for which she is going 
steady. This goes on until time 
for marriage and she still retains 
the reason she has always had. In- 
stead of marrying for love, there- 
fore, she marries for social rea- 
sons or economic security. 
Anyone who does not believe 
that, need only look around at 
the countless unhappy marriages 
to be seen on all sides today. Why 
then do people marry foolishly?

If all Christians had been fooled 
for a thousand years, it- would 
mean that Christ’s work had failed, 
even after He most solemnly de- 
clared that “the gates of hell will 
never prevail against it” (Matt. 
16:18)—His Church. These words 
were uttered by Christ when He 
transferred His spiritual authority 
to Peter: “To thee I shall give the 
keys of the Kingdom of Heaven. 
Whatever thou shalt bind on earth 
shall be bound also in Heaven” 
(Matt. 16:18-19). 


It must not be forgotten that 
the name of the one addressed 
was Simon; that when he was call- 
ed by Christ he was told that his 
name would be changed to Cephas, 
which means a rock. When Christ 
addressed to Peter the words 
quoted above, He said: “Thou art 
Cephas and upon this Cephas.” He 
did not use the Greek word 
“Petros,” nor the Latin word, 
“Petrus,” nor the English word 
“Peter.” The distinction between 
Petros as a name of a man and 
petra the Latin word for rock, does 
not hold in the language Christ 
spoke. The correct English trans- 
lation frem Christ’s language 
would be “thou art a rock and 
upon this rock I will build My 
Church.” 


You will recall that Christ spoke 
of giving to Peter “the keys of 
the Kingdom of Heaven,” and St. 
Gregory tells us that whenever St. 
Matthew uses the words “the

Joseph Alsop Replies — 
To Father Sullivan 


Editor: 


A COPY of your interesting 
paper, containing an article on 
my work by the Rev. Thomas Sul- 
livan, C.S.V., has just reached me 
on my return from Europe. It is 
late to reply to Father Sullivan’s 
criticism, but I should like the op- 
portunity of doing so. 


First, I must apologize to Fath- 
er. Sullivan and other readers of 
my column because I seem to have 
written my profile of one of Tito’s 
chief lieutenants so carelessly that 
it was mistaken for a profile of 
Marshal Tito himself. It is the re- 
porter’s job to make himself clear, 
and if I failed, the fault was mine. 
The facts which Father Sullivan 
cited as inaccurate were in fact 
entirely accurate, as concerning 
the real subject of my pen portrait. 


Second, let me assure your read- 
ers that I am not trying to “sell” 
Yugoslavia or in any other way 
engaging in propaganda. I do not 
like the Yugoslav system any bet- 
ter than Father Sullivan. Al- 
though, as a reasonably conscient- 
ious reporter, | am forced to ad- 
mit that there has been notable 
improvement in Yugoslavia in the 
last year, it is still an essentially 
totalitarian society, and am 
against all totalitarian societies. 

At the same time, the nature of 
Tito’s society does not seem to me 
to bear importantly on the prob- 
lem of his potential value as an 
ally of the United States. During 
the last war, I was a leading ad- 
vocate of the value of the alliance 
with Generalissimo Chiang Kai 
Shek, whose government, although 
considerably less efficient than

President of the Superior Council 
of the Pontifical Association for 
the Holy Childhood and National 
Director of its American Branch, 


Marshal Tito’s, was equally total- 
itarian. Morally, I disapprove of 
the Chinese National regime; but 
politically I could not avoid the 
conclusion that alliance with the 
Nationalists (if they were -appro- 
priately aided and guided by us) 
would serve American interests. In 
these matters, in short, it seems to 
me that practical national interests 
must be the test, rather than mor- 
al feelings. 

As individuals we may properly 
divide the nations of the world into 
moral sheep and moral goats. But 
as citizens, each with our own re- 
spomsibility for the future welfare 
of this country, we must remember 
that goat can be nourishing if you 
really have to eat it.

The Family's Stake In 
Catholic Higher Education 


M. D. AMATOR 


AMONG youth today there is an avidity for higher educa- 

tion; and rightly so. Young people are eager and zealous ; 
they are not blind to the turmoil that exists on the inter- 
national scale; the majority are challenged to do their bit 
toward helping to promote international peace and. under- 


standing. 


As wars are born in the minds 
of men, so must a true and lasting 
peace have its origin therein. The 
oft heard refrain, “Educate for 
peace,” can have no real meaning 
if the very fundamentals that 
make for peace be overlooked. True 
and lasting peace is not built upon 
politics and economics, but upon 
the intellectual and moral solidari- 
ty of mankind. 

If education is to be an aid to 
mutual understanding among men, 
it must have its foundation in the 
Christian philosophy of life. No 
other can maintain enduring peace. 

The educational programs of the 
Catholic colleges and universities 
are built directly upon the solid 
foundation of Catholic philosophy. 
It is their avowed purpose to de- 
velop the young man and woman 
into Christians, whose love for God 
and for country is deep and mean- 
ingful, and whose love for neighbor 
extends to all mankind regardless 
of race or nationality, or creed or 
color. 

In the papal documents of Pope 
Pius XII are laid down the prin- 
ciples upon which genuine peace 
can be based, namely the principles 
of religion and the natural law. 

In his first encyclical in the 
second month of World War II, Pius 
XII analyzed the chief abberations 
of the times and laid down as their 
remedy the principles of justice, 
charity, religion, law and interna- 
tional confidence. These, he says, 
will protect the unity of the human 
race, “ . in the unity of one

is equally composed of material 
body and spiritual, immortal soul; 
in the unity of the immediate end 
and mission in the world; in the 
unity of dwelling place, the earth, 
of whose resources all men can by 
natural right avail themselves, to 
sustain and develop life; in the uni- 
ty of means to secure that end.” 


Fundamental Principles 


Further, the same saintly and 
scholarly pontiff gives to nations 
the fundamentals of lasting peace, 
in stating the five fundamental ob- 
ligations of a nation: 

(1) To promote the rights and 
the dignity of the individual; 

(2) To defend the social unit, the 
family; 

(3) To uphold the dignity and 
rights of labor; 

(4) To establish sound juridical 
order; 

(5) To place the life and opera- 
tions of the state in harmony with 
the spirit of Christianity. 

The young man or woman, seek- 
ing to do his share in the estab- 
lishment of world peace, will find 
that his education in a Catholic col- 
lege or university will prepare him 
for his role as “peace promoter” in 
whatever walk of life, whatever 
job or profession he wishes to 
enter. 

Many Catholic young men and 
women today are enrolled in Catho- 
lic institutions of higher learning;

It may well be that circumstances 


in some individual cases prevent 
those at the latter from enrolling 
in the former. 

Yet, it is a well known fact, that 
all too often the young high school 
graduate voluntarily chooses a 
large secular university when he 
or she could have registered at a 
Catholic institution. The writer 
knows of cases in which the parents 
wanted their son and/or daughter 
in a Catholic college, but it was the 
youth himself or herself who 
argued the parents into permitting 
his entrance into a secular college, 
because “my friend, my chum, my 
classmate is going there.” 

This is the type of situation in 
which parents need not, in fact 
should not, acquiesce. Rather 
should the youth submitted to 
the parents’ decision, when, as in 
this case, Catholic education is in 
accord with the mind of the Church.

Flimsy Excuses 


Some plead over-crowded condi- 
tions as an excuse; this is not true 
in most cases, for in practically all 
parts of the country there are still 
many excellent small Catholic col- 
leges, both those for men and those 
for women, who still do have room 
for a few more students. 

Others plead finance as an ex- 
cuse: “A state university costs 
less.” Investigation has shown that 
this is not always true either. 
Furthermore, at most Catholic in- 
stitutions, there are students who 
must make their own way partially 
or entirely. These draw upon stu- 
dent loan funds, service scholar- 
ships, and part-time employment 
in order to defray expenses. It 
might take a little longer, but an 
excellent Christian education can 
be secured by the youth who must 
“work his way.” Observation read- 
ily reveals that a student who is 
obliged to “earn part of his educa- 
tion” appreciates that education. 


This Is A Time For Strong Prayer 


EVER before in history has 
there been such conscious 
striving on the part of all men to 


achieve the ideal of universal 
brotherhood. 


Dave Boon writing in the New 
York Sun noted, “The great truth 
of the times is... that in the 
terrible light of the atomic bomb 
it is clear now that nothing can 
save world civilization except ac- 
ceptance and practice of the brotli- 
erhood of man. And the emphasis 
goes on ‘practice.’ Few things are 
accepted more and practiced less.”

In the face of such dismal fail- 
ure are we not justified in exam- 
ining with great clarity and hon- 
esty the methods by which we have 
sought to reach our admirable 
goals? 

Have we recalled, for instance, 
that the brotherhood of man must 
always depend upon and follow 
the Fatherhood of God? Do we 
realize that neither individuals 
nor families will recognize the 
rights of others, unless they first 
learn to love and acknowledge the 
Creator from whom all rights 
come? 


Have we forgotten the warning 
words of the Psalmist: “Unless the

The simple fact is that the meas-

Reds And Satellites 


Resolution Of Board 
Characterizes Nations 
As International Outlaws 


Pittsburgh, Pa.—(NC)—A com- 
plete diplomatic and trade break 
by the United States with Russia 
and the Soviet satellite nations 
was advocated in a_ resolution 
adopted at the 69th annual inter- 
national convention of the Knights 
of Columbus here. 


The resolution also called for a 
severance of relations with com- 
munist-ruled Yugoslavia. It num- 
bered among the satellite nations 
Poland, Hungary, Czechoslovakia, 
Rumania and Bulgaria. It char- 
acterized these nations as “inter- 
national outlaws.” 


The resolution pointed out that 
in these nations “such beloved 
spiritual leaders as Cardinal] Mind- 
szenty, Archbishop Stepinac, Arch- 
bishop Groesz and Bishop Cule as 
well as unnumbered priests, nuns, 
and laymen, by their suffering for 
the Faith are giving testimony to 
the whole civilized world of their 
loyalty to God and their adherence 
to the fundamental principles of 
human dignity and freedom.” 


The resolution urged that “the 
government of the United States, 
in keeping with its honorable tra- 
ditions. and to give needed em- 
phasis to the proposition that 
brutal tyranny cannot be condoned 
anywhere in the world, should re- 
call its diplomatic representatives 
from these countries where human 
rights are mocked, should dismiss 
from the United States the diplo- 
matic representatives of such gov- 
ernments and should terminate 
trade relations and economic bene- 
fits that support and prolong their 
malignant power.” 


The delegates voted to hold the 
1952 convention in Los Angeles 
beginning on August 3.

The convention adopted a resolu- 
tion which noted the 60th anniver- 


sary of Pope Leo XIII’s Encyclical 
“Rerum Novarum” and the 20th 
anniversary of Pope Pius XI’s 
Encyclical “Quadragesimo Anno,” 
and urged that all citizens serious- 
ly study “the saving principles ex- 
pounded in the Encyclicals and 
counsels of the Popes, and the ap- 
plication of them in their relations 
with their fellow men to the end 
that the social order may be recon- 
structed according to- Christian 
standards and existing social evils, 
which invite communist exploita- 
tion, may be eliminated.” 


Archbishop Paul C. Schulte of 
Indianapolis, in his sermon at the 
convention Mass, warned the 
Knights to guard against the 
“false philosophies of domestic and 
national life so insidiously gaining 
ground in our midst today.” He 
said that the thing which makes 
America great and beloved by all 
right-thinking men is “her soul, 
the Christian philosophy of life 
upon which she was founded and 
by which she has lived and pros- 
pered these last 170 years and 
more.” 


“Today we see false philosopnies 
creeping even into our American 
life,’ the Archbishop said, “that 
would tend not only to destroy 
these God-given rights and free- 
doms but to take from us much 
that we hold dear through our ties 
to God and Holy Mother Church. If, 
therefore, you are Knights worthy 
of the name, you must stand and 
give challenge— challenge to all of 
those who would overthrow our 
true American ways of life; chal- 
lenge to all of those who would 
tear from our souls and the souls 
of our children the knowledge, love 
and reverence of God. You must 
stand and give challenge to those 
who would destroy the sacredness 
of the marriage bond and Chris- 
tian home ideals.

Priest Denies His 


Part In Plot To 
Murder Abdullah 


Amman—(NC)—The Rev. Ibra- 
ahim (Abraham) Ayyad, a Catho- 
lic priest of Palestinian Arab birth, 
has emphatically denied any com- 
plicity in the assassination of King 
Abdullah of Jordan. The 41l-year- 
old priest, former chancellor of the 
Latin Patriarchate in Jerusalem, 
is now on trial here before a mili- 
tary court together with nine other 
persons accused of plotting the as- 
sassination. 

“IT am not guilty of any compli- 
city in this crime,” Father Ayyad, 
himself a lawyer, said at the open- 
ing of the trial. “God is my wit- 
ness that I had no knowledge nor 
information about this conspiracy. 
I have no connection and nothing 
to do with it.” 

The priest reiterated under the 
questioning of the court, “I am not 
guilty.” He denied in particular 
the charge made 7 the prosecutor 
in attributing to him the follow- 
ing statement: “Were I not a 
Christian and afraid to cause fric- 
tion among Moslems and Chris- 
tians, I would have killed King Ab- 
dullah with my own hands.” 
“Never in my life have I utter- 
ed this sentence,” Father Ayyad 
said, “and as a priest I do not 
agree to nor condone any killing 
whatsoever. During the week in 
which the King was assassinated, 
all priests of the Partriachate 
from all Jordan were in retreat in 
the Patriarchate ... During a re- 
ligious retreat priests are not al- 
lowed to go outside the Patriarch- 
ate nor speak with anyone outside, 
but give themselves completely to 
prayer @nd meditation.” 

Father Ayyad declared that he 
“withdrew from every political ac- 
tivity after the Jerusalem Confer- 
ence (in June, 1949, regarding the 
resolution to maintain the Arab 
status of Jerusalem) and after I 
was reproached for participating.” 
He added later: “I have dropped 
all political activities ever since 
the Patriarch asked me to do so.” 

He also said that he “approved 
of the policy of King Abdullah, as 
he was acquainted with the true 
facts more than anybody else.” 
The riest admitted having 
known r. Musa Al Husseiny 
(nephew of the former Grand Muf- 
ti of Jerusalem and one of the 
principal accused) and Col. Ab- 
dullah Tel (one-time Arab Legion 
commander in Jerusalem now re- 
siding in Egypt and being tried in 
absentia). He said he became ac- 
quainted with Colonel Tel in May, 
1948, when he served him as an 
interpreter.

Abdel Rahman Azzam Pasha 
said that Islam is the only effi- 
cacious answer to communism and 
that if the principles of Islam were 
seriously applied to modern world 
problems, communism would never 
penetrate Egypt and the Moslem 
world.
